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THE  Committee,  appointed  in 
February  1796,  to  revife  the  Rules  of 
Carpenters  work,  have  found  upon  exami- 
nation that  the  former  Rules,  began  in  the 
year  1750,  and  continued  down  to  the  pre  - 
fent  date,  were  calculated  upon  a  fcale  of 
five  {hillings  per  day  ;  and  have  made  the 
following  calculations  upon  the  fame  princi- 
ples.
